About threg years afterward, as two 
of the equestrian actors were walking 
through an East Ead thoroughfare, 
one suddenly exclaimed to the other, 
pointing to a horse and cart: I say, 
Jack, I’m a Dutchman if that ain't 
our Billy.” Impossible!“ aus wered 
the other. “I tell you it is; I'll 
try him.” Astley taught his 
horses by certain signs — one of 
these was clicking the nails of 
his forefinger and thumb. The ex- 
perimenf was now tried, and at the 
sound the horse pricked up his ears 
and began te caper. His identity was 
at once established; the two actors 
embraced their old friend with de- 
light, and he testified his pleasure at 
the meeting by capering and rubbing 
his head against them. The owner 
was found in an adjoining public 
house, a bargain was struck, and Billy 
was trausferred to the actors. He's n 
monstrous good-tempered cretur,’’ said 
the man, but he’s got such odd 
antics we always call him the mounte- 
bank.” Billy was received by his old 
master with tears of joy, and the next 
night was taking off his kettle of boil- 
ing water and handing round his tea- 
tray with his old dexterity. The 
horse lived to the extraordinary age 
of 42, and survived his master; when 
he was too old to work he was kept in 
his stable, and allowed two quatern 
leaves a day; and upon his death. a 
portion of his skin was used to cover 
a “big drum.”—Belgravia.

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. TAXATION IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


The New. Law How the Corporations 
are Cinched. 


N. V. Sun. 

The new tax law of Pennsylvania 
comples railroad and transportation 
companies, besides their divided tax, 
to pay a tax on gross receipts, and 
companies mining coal to pay a spec- 
ial tax on that. Home insurance 
companies are taxed on their premi- 
ums, foreign insurance companies, 
banks, and all corporate and uninewr- 
porate fiscal. a igs, on their net 
earnings, and a fixed tax of four mills 
on the dollar is levied on all evidences 
of debt, public or private. Corpora- 
tions in general are taxed three mills 


on the dollar on the paf value of their 


stock, if a 6 percent. dividend is de- 
clared, and less or more as the div 
dends are larger or smaller. A tax of 
three mills on the dollar on that valu- 
ation is levied if no dividends are de- 
clared, all profits kept by the com- 
pany being treated as dividends. The 
tax on transporation companies is 
eight-tenths of one per cent. on gross 
receipts. The specifications under the 
tax of four mills on the dollar on the 
evidences ef debts, bonds, mortgages 
and the like, coverevery form under 
which a debt is recorded, and are so 
drawn as to continue the practice un- 
der which public corporations, cities, 
and towns deduct the local tax from 
the coupons on their bonds presented 
for payment by the owners outside of 
the state. Mortgages given in the pur- 
chase of real estate are exempted from 
all but state taxation.

ditch, the flour must prove unhealthy. 


It would be no small matter for the 
people of Reno to have to eat uric 
acid in their bread. It is one of the 
most subtle and stubborn poisons 
known, and creates more diseases in 
cities than any other one cause.

MASON’S VALLEY. 
A Promising Agricaltural Section in 
Central Nevada. 


| But for the sink of the Humboldt 
the valley in which it lies, known as 
the Big Meadows, would be almost the 
(exact counterpoint of Mason's valley. 
The latter lies about 50 miles south- 


east of Virginia, and is favorably sit-' 
| uated to be irrigated by the waters of : 
| Walker river, of which there are two

river has not half the volume of the 
Truckee, but it is much less rapid and 
| makes a very fine show. It is stocked 
with excellent fish, the best of which 
is a small native trout, whichis one of 
the choicest on the coast. Several im- 
portant irrigation schemes have been 
planned and are in partial operation. 
The price of water is only 50 and 75 
cents an acre per year.

per season can be cut. Wheat and 
barley grow from 25 to 50 bushels to 
the acre. The valley is about 22 miles 
long and 10 wide,and is capable of sup- 
porting a dense population. The soil 
is alluvial mixed with decayed vegeta- 
ble matter and is very rich. There 
have been great improvements in the 
last two years. The population is 
now about 600 and it is steadily in- 
creasing. Quite a furore existed for 
a time in parts of Nevada, and it look- 
ed as though half the people of the 
state were going to Mason’s valley. If
